I think the rca- 
8011 why the niaiiluc iiniusi-.s must 
be thi.'<: lie never, liy luiy chiinio. dccicvcs 
you for ftii in.stiint; a" half ^'hincu i.M more 
than enough to revwii the iinpDstiirc; .so 
yon lire at onco iu.spircd to maki' tliis Iraud 
reveal itself "all to pieces" — turn itself 
inside out — giv(t it.sulf away — for your di- 
version. Tliere is something in the pro- 
cess that i.s no small satisfaction to the 
vanity of the understanding. Accent, 
pronunciation, enunciation, selection of 
■words, structure of phrase, intonation, 
«veu mode of thought — or mode of evail- 
iug thought (in whicli the Knglisli are 
more dexterous than we)— type, of igno- 
rance assumed, in each and all of these 
points you can Ciitdi your Anglonuiniac 
tripping. He cannot speak twenty words 
— he may select bis own test seulenee. but 
must compose it himself— without giving 
the attempted imposture fatally away. 

Now, there are few iikmi whose conver- 
sation is such that it will engage youi- at- 
tention as eloselv and ins|)in^ your own 
wits to play anif ply as inmlily i-ound it. 
over and under, in and oul, arcjund and 
through it, as this detective si'rvii-e to 
which the Anglonuiniac dialect invites 
them. The speech of luiglish pi <iple is 
interesting to me, noting whi^rein it dilVers 
from our own. The speech of the maniac 
is more iiileresting, I'equiring. as il does, 
detection in two directions at onc(! — itsde 
viatlon, naHiely, from American usage, 
and from the English usage at which it 
aims. 

I venture to think that the e.xerclse is 
not uuiustructive. If people interested in 
the purities of English sp(!ech and its 
dialectic corruptions will give ibis kind of 
attention to the patter of the Anglonianiacs, 
those haimlcss snolilets will find themselves 
in improved lolernncy.

of the revolution as a hiding i)lace for sus 
pects or fugitives whom lie wished to lie 
friend. The lifting of some of the garret 
door planking revealed the |)ocket or vault 
underneath. It is about four and a half 
feet deep by sbt feet stjuare, and is plas 
tered on the inside. IVo or more persons 
could remain in concealment there with- 
out lieing crowded. The vault is located 
by the side of a large, old fiushloned 
*Iiimuey: 

On the lloor adjacent to the vault for- 
merly stoo<i a hirge hooUcase, and it is 
fluppo.Sfd that through this entrance was 
obtained to the hiding place. Inside the 
vault are plain evidences of a forunT stair- 
case extemiiug ton small inclosed space oa 
another Mo. of tjie chimney. This place, 
which is now plastered up, is supposed to 
have been a sort of a closet. Whether 
Arnold used the vault for secreting lories 
or the patriots, or built it to alford a re 
treat for himself, no one knows. That il 
sliould lutve rcruained undiijcovered until 
now shows that it was well designed for 
the purpose which led to its construction.

How to Distinguish It from Drunk- 
enness or Apoplexy.

It is very Imporlanl tluit everyone shoultl 
be able to make out a case of sunstroke 
when it occurs and not mistake it for 

dnmkenne.ss or apo[>le.\v. 

When a person is ^'dend drunk" his 
countenance, breathing and pulse are very 
like those of a sunstruck cas{'. liesides, 
the person sunstruck iiniy have taken a 
gl.'iss of beer or a small luuount of alcohol 
in some form just hel'nn; the attack. IJis 
breath would, bv its odor, lu' apt to 
caiiso what might bv. a fatal mis- 
take. But the heal of the body ought to 
prevent an^' .such error. In druidienne.ss, 
pure anil siin|de, tho hi'al of the body is 
i»»«er above Oyj degrees, often a little 
less. In sunstroke it is always in- 
creased, sometimes from 10(J to lOX de- 
grees, or even more. Confliiemenl in tho 
close and vitiated air of a cell at the .sta- 
tion-house, or truMsportation a mile or 
more in an open wagon c.\po.sed to the 
liircct ravs of the sun, may not kill the in- 
toxicated iK^r.son. but would iirolmlily — 
nay. almost certainly — have that ellect on 
the unfortunate victim of siiiLstroke. 

In apoplexy, whicli has u siiporllciril 
rescmblaiu:e to one form of sunstroke, the 
skin is never hot and excessi\ely ihy, but 
is often C(dd and moist; the pulse in a]H)- 
plexy is slow, sumetiuu's iulei'initleiit , gen- 
erally very full: in suiislroUe ills innidc 
and sharp; in apoplexy there is p.'iralysis 
on one side of the face and body; in sun- 
stroke there is no dilfen'ticc between the 
two sides; the breathing in apoplew is 
slow, siioriiiL.'', anil ofli-u iiileri'u|i|eil ui- ir- 
regular; in sunstroke il is rapid and iioi^y. 
liut not snoring; in sun>troUe Imih pu|iils 
of the eye are contracted and the I'Ves look 
red and conjivsii'd; in apoplexy one or boih 
pupils are widely dilali'd lliei'vi's <.|!,.!! 
turned upward and toward one side; Ihe 
whites of the eyes an- not reilileiied, at 
lea.st not early in the attack. These dis- 
tinctions arc HO plain that a mistake ought 
not to be made. 

Avoidr.nce of extraortlinary muscular 
eiTort, so far its possible, is titsl to be kept 
in mind. A ri.se of .1 degrees of teiiipei - 
alnre above its nalnnil limit of ilSJ ilruii i s 
has lii'cn olisiT\-ed in a man who ran n foot 
nice, all hough I he atmos) iheric heal was but 
01 degrees and he was pers]iiiiug freely at 
the time. Water slioidd be drunk freelv to 
suiiply the lo.ss Irom the blood by way of 
the skin, lungs and kidneys. This is fully 
as important as avcjidance of exces.-^ive ex- 
ercise. I''xcess(.'s of all kinds should be 
carctfully guarded against. Kverything 
that depressi's the nervous system |ii-edis- 
posing to suiislroke, excesses and loss of 
sleep, particularly, should be kept cli'ar of 
during tin! heated term. Places where thu 
air is close, damp or vitiated by overci'owd- 
iiig or by reason of unhealthful exhala- 
tions, should be carefully shunned. Tho 
skin sliould be kept clean and hi good 
working order by friipient bathing. Tim 
clothing should i)e light of tcvtuix' and 
pervious to moisture. It should not hinder 
the free movements of Uie chest in breath- 
ing or constrict the net^k. The food slnnild 
be mostly of vegetable substances, in order 
to throw as little extra work uiion the kid 
iieys as jiossible. This is c.«iiecially 
worthy of the attention of every one wlio 
has lirighfs disease or any disturbance of 
the functions of the kidneys. 

The tre.almeiit of the attack is suf- 
ticieiitly simple. No time should lie lost 
in removiiig llu: sullVrer to a rool, shad)', 
airy Jilace. Tbe outsiiie clothing should bi: 
removed. When practicable all the cov- 
erings of the body should bo taken olV. 
Tilt! whole surface should be drenched 
with cool water. Ice is not neeossary; 
any water which is cooler than the boily 
will do. It fact, water at from CO to 80 
degrees Fahrenheit is more speedy In its 
nd'rigerating action than if il is iee-cold. 
The amount (jf heal removed by the 
change int<i vapor i.s many times greater 
than liie aniounl uwtl up in rui-siiig the 
.same (|uantity from the freezing 
to the boiling jiolnl. Evapora- 
tion from the surflice should be 
promoted by fanning or expostire 
to a natural current of air. If the pulse 
becomes very feeble, irregular, or more 
frequent than 120 per minute, stimulants 
should be given, such us ammonia or 
alcohol, if tlie palieul can .swallow, or 
ether, colVee or brandy, by injection under 
the skin. If cuiivulsi(Hus occur early they 
are not soiiangcrouH as when they come on 
after several hours, when they dcni;te im- 
pending death. Tbi.'y may be ci.introlled 
by giving chloroform candidly by inhala- 
tion, of course, ether, chloroform or 
other powerful remedies should be given 
only by or under the direction of a eonipe- 
tent physician. The treatment of the 
aftitr-effects of sunstroke nmy retiuire 
removid to a more temucrate climate, 
or the application of remedies which should 
be intrusted only to those who have made 
a .study of such matters.

Upou this 
report the Uonse of Commons lo({islaicd 
and nlKjlished nil fixtures on tho coiists of 
England and Wales. 'I'lie sauu) course 
shoiUil he ailopti'd iu Caiiaila or the luouey 
that is sjieiit on lisli liiilrln ries will he 
worse thau wasled. Two huudreil and 
fifty th()\isand ildllars li.-vve been speut in 
tho erectiou of hatcheries throui^hout the 
Dowiuion. Vro\x\ the ^'reat estubhslnueut 
at Newcastle, Ontario, duriuj^ the last four- 
teen years, five million, six hiiudrod 
thousand young salmon liave been sent out, 
but probably none of theui i ver reached the 
sea; all were destroyed iu the brush wires 
on their way to salt water. Iu 1871 the 
ialniou catch in Ontario was 17,.S05 lbs, but 
in 1881 theri> was no rc'turn at all- it was a 
complete failure. The inunber of salmon 
fry distributed in Nova Scotia frcm the 
hatcheries was six million and a iiuarter. 
The census in that province showeil that in 
1871, 8-i;5,llUU lbs of salmon were I'au.nht, 
but iu 1881 it had declim d aion; than one- 
half, the catch being JIG, '.nm lbs. The only 
remedy for this unfortunate i^omlition of 
the &Hherie» is for the goveruuunit to pro- 
hibit the nse of ftsed brush wires and uU 
anchored nets, as was done iu Kughiud. 



WHEAT CROPS. 



It is unfortunate that tho dull tiniea in 
mercantile buaiiiesashould be accompanied 
by a great depression in the wheat market. 
It IB often the case th:it bad harvests wi!! 
produce bad times, but this year's crops 
are unusually laree all over the world, ao 
much 80 that there is little dem.iud for 
wheat and prices are consequently lower 
tliau tlioy have been for many years. In 
England there has been very good harvest 
this year. The average is said to be about 
32 bushels to tho acre, and as the extent 
of land under crop ia 2,()7C,171 acres, the 
total production will be lf),70i"),fl08 fpiar- 
ters of wheat. For several years past tho 
farmers have had bad luck witli their 
orupB, and the abundance this year was 
hailed with delight. Hut tho troublu now 
is that prices are so low that they will be 
little benetitted by their splendid liarvest.s. 
This state of affairs in Eni,'land will of 
course make itself felt very decidedly iu 
this country. Manitoba and the North- 
west have been anticipating great returns 
from their crops this year. Their acreage 
has been greatly increased and coiisideriuL' 
their grain to bo of a superior ipndity.tkey 
have looked forward to di.i|)o8in|,' of it un 
the moat advantagecuis terms, Hutwitli full 
harvests in England, Franco and the 
United States, the Northwest territories 
are likely to stand but a poor ciiance.

These 
young men, in coiu|)auy with a cniii|ianion 
nameil lienyon, were ciMuing up the canal 
last night in a row boat. The ste.im yacht 
Lively was going down. When a short 
distance below Lock 2 the young men 
tried to cross tho stonnior's bow. They 
had (evidently miscalculated liie distance, 
as tho steamer struck tin; lioat about the 
centre, wrecking it and throwing tho 
young men into tho water. The boat ap- 
pears to Inive been urned over. The 
young man Benyon climbed on the in- 
jured boat and was taken oti by the 
steamer. Tho other yimng men were 
drowned. Capt. Chestnut, of the Lively, 
did all in liit power, by ihrowing out life- 
preservers to aid those iu the water, but 
without avail. It is believed none of the 
young men could swim. Their ages 
ranged from seventeen to twenly-otio 
years. Kennedy had been here but a few- 
days. Tho others had been attomliug tho 
institute for over a year, and had just re 
turned from vacitioii to resume their 
studies. .-Ml were preparing tor liie Uni- 
versity. The bodies of Lamphicr and 
.■Nlclntyre were found near midnight, and 
tho bodies of the other two young men, 
Kennedy and Milne, were found this 
morning about oloven o'clock.
